City social security office in Feb- 
ruary, Mr. LaRock said, but many 
people are losing their payments 
because of failure to claim them. 
Benefits paid under the Old-Age 
and Survivors Insurance provi- 
sions of the Social Security Act 
are not automatic; an application 
must be filed with the Social Se- 
curity Administration before pay- 
ment can be made. and back pay- 
ments are limited to three months 
before the application is filed. 

The figures given for this area 
include only payments which were 
actually made, Mr. LaRock said. 
Many other persons who were en- 
titled to payments did not receive 
benefits in February | because 
they earned over $50 in employ- 
ment covered by social security. 
While there is no limit to the 
amount of earnings for a bene- 
ficlary over 75 years old, benefits 
for persons under 75 are stopped 
for months when their earnings 
exceed $50. . 

Mr. LaRock pointed out that so- 
cial security benefits are not based 
on-the needs of -the recipient, 
are insurance payments which are 
paid for by the worker and his 
employer.
